Henry Wallace, who this week pro- 
claims in Life Magazine that he, too, 
“likes Ike.” and will support him in No- 
vember with all his might, has changed. 

Now that Mr. Wallace has rejoined the 
Republican Party and chosen the Eisen- 
hower wihg, some Democrats will feel 
a mite more comfortable. There was 
always a worry that one day Henry might 
come back to the Democrats. 

But the same day’s news brought 
evidence that former President Harry 5. 
Truman has changed not at all. Just 
before boarding. the USS United States 
for a journey to Europe and an honorary 
degree from Oxford, he found time to 
flay the GOP. 

He put his finger on a fact which is 
an irritant to more persons than Harry 
S. Truman. He referred to the Elisen- 
hower administration’s “high-level presi- 
dential smiles and low-level presidential 
smears.” 

It is true the President holds to the 
high ground while the White House 
hatchet men engage in low-level attacks 
which could not be made without previ- 
ous presidential acquiescence. 

He said something else, too, which is 
beginning to cast a sort of uneasy fear 
over the minds of more and more people. 
Centers of private power, beyond demo- 


cratic control, are, he said, “exerting 
greater and greater influence over our 
national life, .driving small business to 


the wall and strangling individual enter- 
prise.” 

The “curse of bigness’ also came into 
discussion. It was a typical Truman inter- 
view—to the point, easily understood and 
without any reservations or inhibitions,

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Southern Farmers Need 
Lower Rates on Grain 


Man-made handicaps for many years 
held the South in economic bondage. Dis- 
criminatory and arbitrarily set freight 
rates that gave preferential treatment to 
the manufacturers of the Northeast were 
one of them. 

These rates finally were adjusted so 


Southern manufacturers could compete 
in the national market. The postwar 
iridustrial boom the South has _ been 


enjoying in great part has been based on 
this equalization. 

Some injustices still remain. Among 
them are rates on grain shipped into the 
section. This grain is important as poultry 
and cattle feed and Southerners believe 
they pay more for it than they should, 
due to the high cost of transportation. 

A hearing is under way now on these 
rates on grain. A prime mover in the 
efforts to have them reduced is the South- 
ern Governors Conference, a body largely 
responsible for the agitation which led to 
the earlier reduction of rates on manu- 
factured goods. 

Before World War II this move would 
have been of little importance and excited 
little interest. But since then poultry and 
other meat products have become of 
extreme importance to the section. The 
South has a good case in this instance 
and we trust a favorable decision by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
not far off.

State Trucking Industry 
Makes Great Progress 


The Georgia Motor Truckers Associa- 
tion is holding its annual convention in 
Savannah. It serves as a reminder of a 
number of things, not the least of which 
is the importance of the trucking industry 
to the state. 

For one thing, it reminds us of the 
tremendous growth of trucking and the 
number of vehicles in the state. In. the 
year 1910 there were only 90 trucks reg- 
istered in Georgia. Today the number is 
more than 215,000—a spectacular growth. 
The industry is now one of the major fac- 
tors in the state’s economy and one of 
the biggest employers. 

The association proudly boasts that 
trucks handle nearly two-thirds of all 
freight moving in domestic commerce in 
the state. They go into the most remote 
‘Villages’and onto the farms where con- 
sumer produce originates. About 35 per 
cent of the vehicles are on Georgia farms. 
They are especially important to those 
counties not served by railroads. 

Today the state’s economy literally 
moves on wheels. In 1950, for instance, 
over 182,100,000 pounds of Georgia 
fruits and vegetables were hauled by truck 
to serve the Atlanta market. Literally 
millions of tons of other products found 
their way to the market place here by 
truck. | 

Georgia is served well by railroads,

‘Fear Mongers’ Have 


Some Facts at Hand 


Secretary of Defense Wilson caustical- 
ly brands as “fear mongers’ those who 
have been concerned about the obvious 
technical developments within the Soviet 
Union. He maintains that no country can 
yet approach this country’s “know-how.” 

No one will dispute his conclusion but 
it is a dangerous fallacy to assume that 
this country is secure in superiority. The 
Russians have made much greater rela- 
live gains in the same period of time and 
are in the midst of a determined bid not 
only to overtake us but to take the lead. 
We've seen the evidence of their progress. 

Fears in this country center mainly 
about the lag in training of specialists— 
engineers and scientists. The Research and 
Development Subcommittee of the Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee of Congress re- 
cently has unearthed some startling fig- 
ures. They give us no reason for com- 
placency. 

For instance, Russia now has more 
trained scientists and engineers than does 
the United States. In 1929 that country 
had 41,000 trained scientists and engi- 
neers. Today the total is more than 541,- 
000. Comparable figures for the United 
States are 215,000 and 500,000. 

The Soviet Union is now graduating 
120,000 scientists and engineers annually. 
The United States figure is only 70,000 
and we're producing only about half the 
engineers needed ‘by industry. 

There’s no reason to be complacent 
either about our making up the differ- 
ence quickly. The number of science 
teachers has dropped 53 per cent in the 
last decade while school enrollment is up 
16 per cent. Fifty-three per cent of our 
high schools do not teach physics and only 
half of them teach chemistry. 

As Secretary Wilson says, there's 
probably no need to worry about the 
present. But 10 years from now the story 
may be entirely different. That’s what the 
“fear mongers” are talking about and 
we'd best listen to them a bit.

Georgia Leads the Field 


In Making Cotton Rugs 


A Georgia mill making tufted carpets 
Can weave a 9x12 rug in 46 seconds. 

Eugene Barwick, a leader in the tufted 
textile field, revealed that astounding fact 
in a recent talk in Atlanta. 

Mr. Barwick said one of the marvel- 
ous new machines, Georgia devised and 
manufactured, that make the carpets can 
do the trick in 30 seconds, but the indus- 
try likes to take a little longer for top 
quality. 

Georgia initiative, ingenuity and skill 
have made our state the nation’s top 
producer in the field of carpets and rugs 
made from cotton and fibers. 

The U.S. Commerce Department’s cen- 
sus of manufacturers officially gives us 
that rating. The census figures show that 
in 1954 of $175,009,000 worth of tufted 
and fiber carpets and rugs made in the 
United States, Georgia mills produced 
$101,898,000 worth. 

What is most remarkable is the fact 
that the rise to almost $102,000,000 annual 
production has come in seven years from 
a base in 1947 of $3,123,000. 

The rug and carpet business in our 
State means an annual payroll of $13,- 
797,000. 

That is a respectable factor in 
State’s economy. 

The men whose leadership and ven- 
ture have put Georgia at the top in non- 
wool carpet production merit a hand from 
the rest of us. 

If all the carpets made in Georgia mills 
were laid end-to-end, we'd have a vast 
expanse of the nation covered.

Adequate Pay Would Hold 


Trained Men in the Service 


Congress has shown a willingness in recent years to vote funds 
for the fantastic military weapons of the present and future—jet air- 


craft that 


travel faster than sound, missiles that go 
atomic bombs and atomic cannon.

Yet it has shown a strange re- 


luctance to provide money for the men who handle these weapons. 


It's a case of money for push- 
button war but not enough for the 
men who must push the buttons 

The consequences of this attitude 
are spelled out in a report by De- 
fense Secretary Wilson, which 
President Eisenhower has forward- 
ed to Congress. In the last fiscal 
year, only 15.7 per cent of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Ma- 
rine enlistees whose terms expired 
re-enlisted. Among key personnel, 
the rate was even lower—6.9 per 
cent for electronic technicians, 8.1 
per cent for armament technicans, 
3.2 per cent for aircraft main- 
tenance technicians. 

“The loss of trained persénnel,” 
said Wilson, ‘“‘continues to be the 
most extravagantly expensive and 
disruptive obstacle to the strength- 
ening of our armed forces today.”’ 

Gen. Curtis LeMay, head of the 
Strategic Air Command, pointed 
to the same peril recently. He told 
a Senate committee that the Air 
Force operating efficiency was slip- 
ping while the Russians’ was prob- 
ably improving and added that 
manpower was his ‘‘most critical 
deficiency.”” se an 

The problem is not a new one. 
Mr. Truman also urged measures 
to make military careers more de- 
sirable. Last year Mr. Eisenhow- 
er submitted a seven-point “pack- 
age,’ only one measure of which 
became law—an increase in mili- 
tary pay, with more substantial

increases for 


officers and men 
whom the services particularly 
wanted to retain. But Congress 
failed to act on the other provi 
sions that called for such fringe 
benefits as better pensions, better 
housing allowances and medical 
insurance for dependents. 

It is these pending bills that Sec- 
retary Wilson and the President 
are urging Congress to enact 

Military careers 
never be made as attractive .as 
civilian life for most men.

85.667 babies of 1946. Florida, 


meantime, was showing a 66 per 
cent gain during the 1946-1955 
years. There's no reason for the 
Sand State to get uppity, though, 
for they had only 89,149 babies 
down there last year. Percentage- 
wise, however, they outdid Geor- 
gia in the.gain from 1946 to 1955. 
The statistical wizards of the 
State Health Department also are 
concerned with the doings of Geor- 
gia’s population. Last year the 
health department estimated the 
Georgia population totaled 3,736,- 
000 persons. Examination of the 
age-group components of this total 
gives some interesting findings. 
Thirty per cent of all Georgians 


are under 15 years of age. And. 


almost half of the state's popula- 
tion is under 25 years of age. One's 
first inclination is: not to believe 


this, but it is true. Exactly 47 per 
cent of Georgia's total population 
is under 25 years of age.

It isn’t easy to write the story 
of Gene Dahilbender, for it's «a 

atory of. might-have-been. Some of it still could be, but it's 

getting late and there’s no way of calling back eight years. 

In those days of 48, Dahibender had the brightest future of 

any amateur golfer in the country, and people knew it and 
talked about it. It seemed only a question of meeting the 
timetable. 

Craig Wood came to Dahlbender’s father, who merchandises 
Walter Hagen golf equipment, after watching the son play a 
tournament round one day with Vic Ghezzi. 

“I’ve watched your boy play.’’ Wood said, “and nobody hits 
the ball as far as he does. I want to make arrangements to get 
him on with Claude Harmon at Winged Foot. He can learn a lot 
there and it’s just up to him, how far he goes from there.” 


—Late for the Gravy Train 


This came off as scheduled. Then somewhere along the line 
Dahlbender missed the gravy train as it pulled out of the station. 
Maybe the desire ran out. Maybe the living was too easy. Maybe 
he was over-coached. He had the game. It was there for every- 
body to see. 

“But he’d rather have been playing the drums, or biow- 
ing a horn im some dance band than playing golf,’’ Dahl- 
bender Sr. said. “‘Tommy Dorsey told me once, ‘All my life 
I’ve wanted to be a good golfer and I never had any game, 
and there’s a boy who’s got a great game and all he wants 
to do is play music.’ ”’ 

Gene won the Dogwood tournament at Druid Hills this year 
and felt the bug begin to bite again. He wanted to win the South- 
ern Amateur, bad, real bad. So did Arnold Blum. 

“I’m serious about my golf now,”’ he said. “Actually, what I 
really want is to make the Walker Cup team and play in the 
Masters again. I think I’ve got the ability to win the National 
Amateur. I want a few more cracks at that.” 

‘Why this sudden seizure of desire?’’ somebody asked him. 

‘‘Well, I'm 32 years old and I’m not getting any younger,’’ 
he said. ““Maybe I can make something out of all this yet.” 

What really happened to the Dahlbender career? “I ran out 

of money for one thing,’’ he said. ‘“Things didn’t go too good at 
Winged Foot. I came on back home, after I'd tried playing the 
circuit for a few weeks.” 


—115 Strokes and Whatta You Get? 


Gene never crashed the money in nine tournaments. “Eight 
times,”’ he said, “I missed by one stroke. One time I finished 15 
strokes under par and out of the money. I averaged 70 strokes 
for 32 rounds. That’s pretty good golf, isn’t it? But I couldn't 
make any money. I didn’t have any sponsor backing me up, s0 
I had to come home.” 

Then the fadeout set in. He drove a truck for awhile, held 
odd jobs around town, played a little golf, but probably spent 
more time away from his old clubs and out at Candler Park with 
his boyhood friend, Jim Yates. 

Gene waited two years, as prescribed by the USGA, and 
regained his amateur status. Last fall he pulled off the Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe tournament in Savannah by 21 strokes, which 
might be a USGA record. He plays five days a week, at 
least, and sweats over the game like he never did when it all 
came easier. It’s late, but maybe not too late. 

Every golf move he made came naturally as a boy. When he 
was 11 a newsreel company shot a film of him and his fantastic 
game. His father preached golf to him, promised him that “if 
you'll work, one of these days you'll break 60."’ One of those days 
he did. He shot 32-27—59 over a par-71 course in Nashville, Tenn. 
He shot a 63, set the course record at Druid Hills and later dupli- 
cated it. But-his desire for the game came and went. He went 
off to school at Louisiana State, promising faithfully to work on 
his game, then hocked his clubs. 

“‘He’s a funny guy, that boy,” his father said. ‘‘Maybe I’ve 
preached golf too much, But I always get the feeling that he’d 
rather be playing the drums in some night club band or out at 
the ball park watching the Crackers than playing the game.”’

Small children love to help 
around the house. They beg for 
wisps of work. Because beds 
and garbage are easy, sufe, and 
require no explanation, we 
make them a required chore. 
When the child loses interest in 
them,’ we apply pressure. As 
we apply pressure, resistance 
is set up, not only toward the 
rmother but toward work in 
general. 

Where has the mother failed? 
LOSES INTEREST 

Mr. Count believes that when 
children begin to resist routine 
jobs at home, it is a sign that 
(1) mummy does not enlist 
them in work that is equal to 
their growing capabilities or 
(2) the work may be too far 


to routine or hard work, chil- 
dren -react just as, parents— 
they become discouraged or 
bored.

Child Will Co-operate Better If He Is Doing Creative Work 


and inept. Rebuffed enough, he 
will lose his eagerness, but he 
may not cnly retain his clumsi- 
ness and ineptitude, because 
néver trained otherwise, but 
feels inept, which is fatal. 

Too often the child is made a 
‘thelper’’ rather than a partner. 
He is given the privilege of 
handing daddy the hammer, 
nails, and‘other tools, of hand- 
ing mother the eggbeater and 
spoons, of running up two 
flight of stairs to get a needle 
or scissors. 

While this may interest him 
when small, it quickly palls. He 
wants to do; not watch. When 
finally given a chance to par- 
ticipate, he may make an error 
—hammer the nail in crooked, 
splash the egg on the floor— 


and be scolded for his clumsi- 
ness. When he gives up, his 
parents say he “doesn’t like to 
work.” 


SUGGESTIONS 

Mr. Count makes these sug- 
gestions: Scale the work to the 
child’s ability. Remember that 
his span of attention is short 
and help in the final clean-up 
job. Stop paying money for the 
performance of chores; no child 
will expect money from his par- 
ents for a job that commands 
his interest and challenges his 
skill and ingenuity. 

Get him interested in crafts- 
manship—doing as well as pos- 
sible, whether in carpentry or 
ironing. Instead of criticizing 
poor workmanship, demon- 
strate better techniques and ex- 
plain the reasons for them.
